PLANS MADE
TO SEIZE
PORTO RICO

General Miles Will Leave Shartly With
That End in View—Wilson's Di-
vision Will Assist.

Wasnmxaron, July 16.—It is announc-
ed that General Miles will start for
Porto Rico withina week. With the
president’s approval he perfected all ar-
rangements for his expedition to seize
that island some time before he left
Washington, and the plan will now be
promptly ecarried into effect. Orders
have already been sent to Admirsl
Sampseon to render General Miles the

hearty assistance of the pavy in effect-
ing & landing in Porto Rico, and & nnm-
ber of vezzels of the feet will start for
the ieland at once to institate an eftect-
ive blockade and reduce euch fortifica-
tions as might Interfere with the de-
barkation of the mililary forces,

It is almost certain that most of the
artillery of the Fifth corpe will of neces-
gity accompany the Porto Rican expe-
dition, as well as'a good part of the reg-
ular infantry, while nearly all the vol-
unteers and the dlgmounted cavalry will
retarn home. It is also determined
that Major Wilson’s division will em-
bark for Forty Rico from Atlantic ports
within the next four or five days. This
division, iocloding the commands of
Brigadier-Gepersls Ernst and Heines,
consists of the following volunteer regi~
ments: "

The Third and Fiith Illinois, Fifth
and Sixteenth Pennsylvania, Second
and Third Wigeonsin, First and Third
Kentucky and Fourth Ohio.
